evening or by the clerk in the Town office. 


The Selectmen appointed Karen Washburn as Town Treasurer following 
the meeting. 


The business meeting was called to order at 7:30 pm on March 9th, 
1993 in the Gilsum Town Hall by our moderator, Ernest Peter, with ap- 
proximately 80 in attendance to act on the following subjects. 


Moderator Peter read the results of the earlier election of offi- 
cers for the Monadnock Regional School District and for the officers of 
the Town of Gilsum. He read the oath of office to those present. 


Prior to addressing the articles on the Warrant, Mr. Peter made an 
announcement for the Rock Swap Committee whose leaders are wanting to 
retire after 29 years. There was first an acknowledgement of some of 
the contributions that the Rock Swap has made to the town over these 29 
years. "The Gilsum Bridge" (our town newsletter) has received support, 
playground equipment has been purchased for the school, Halloween party, 
tennis courts, Blacksmith Shop resurrected, summer recreation program, 
baseball field and program supported by money from the Rock Swap Conmit- 
ree. 


Moderator Peter asked for volunteers to come forward, and announced 
the next meeting date, time and place. Thirteen people expressed inte- 
rest. 


ARTICLE 1 was read by moderator Peter: To see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to be placed in the 
Fire Truck Capital Reserve Fund. 

Article 1 was moved to the floor by Frangcon Jones and seconded by 
Fred Hughes. 

There being no discussion a vote was taken by a show of hands and 
passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 2 was read by moderator Peter: To see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to be placed in the 
Community Center Capital Reserve Fund. 

Article 2 was moved to the floor by Michelle Jones and seconded by 
Ethel Molesky. 

Joan Miller, selectman, explained the purpose of the fund was for a 
Community Center to someday occupy the land adjacent to the present Town 
Office/Library. There is now about $2,000.00 in this fund. 

A vote was taken by a show of hands and Art. 2 passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 3 was read by moderator Peter: To see if the Town will 
vote to receive a one-time grant from the State of New Hmpshire as 
payment for past years' taxes lost because of the Supreme Court Decision 
on Country Acres, and to place an amount not to exceed $150,000.00 in 
the Community Center Capital Reserve Fund. If there is any balance in 
excess of $150,000.00, this sum would be used to offset taxes. 

Article 3 was moved to the floor by Fred Hughes and seconded by 
Patricia White-Hughes. 

Mr. Benner voiced his opinion that the $150,000.00 could be re- 
turned to the taxpayers or saved for an emergency and that we don't need 
another new building. 

William Hasbrouck, selectman, explained the history of our costs 
due to Country Acres and where it stands now is with the Legislators. 
There is no guarantee that we will receive this money, but should we 
receive this money, by having established a fund for it we will be able 
to decide how to use it without the State automatically crediting it to 
our tax liability. 

Jim Young spoke in favor of a Community Center and its need in our 
Town. 

Mr. Hasbrouck clarified that because the funds would be in a Com- 
munity Center Capital Reserve Fund does not mean that they are automa- 
tically to be used for such. That the Town would have to vote on their 
expenditure. 

Article 3 was voted on by a show of hands and passed with five in 
opposition. 


ARTICLE 4 was read by moderator Peter: To receive the report of 
the Budget Committee, to raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray Town expenses; and to act in any manner relating 
thereto.

ORDINANCE #2: 


It is unlawful for any horse, cow, sheep, swine, goat, or 
other such stock to trespass in or upon any town cemetery. 
The owner of such animal shall be guilty of violating this 
ordinance and shall be fined up to $1,000.00 for each such 
offense. 


Article 13 was moved to the floor by Dawn Symonds and seconded by 
Genevieve Lounder. 

Many comments were made. Mr. Grover asked if you could forfeit the 
goat in lieu of the town fine? Is the Gilsum Moose excluded? Can 
families picnic? 

This ordinance is as a result of no laws that prohibit horses, etc. 
entrance to cemeteries and that our Town's counsel worded these two 
ordinances to help us protect the Town from destruction. 

Paul Marshall was concerned about the nature of livestock to break 
fences against the best intentions of their owners. 

Pat Gallup spoke to the access of people who do grave stone rub- 
bings. 

These ordinances are meant to address those that abuse the requests 
to confine their animals and not those with good intention. 

Article 13 was voted on by a show of hands and passed with 8 dis- 
approving. 


ARTICLE 14 was read by moderator Peter: To see if the Town wil] 
vote to authorize the Selectmen to appoint a committee to take charge of 
the observation of Memorial Day. 

Article 14 was moved to the floor by Raymond Hastings, and seconded 
by Paul Marshall. 

There being no discussion, Article 14 was voted on by a show of 
hands and approved unanimously. 
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ARTICLE 15 was read by moderator Peter: To transact any other 
business which may legally come before this meeting. 


John Calhoun stated his dislike of the state passing the 
administration of various state laws onto the local communities and 
that these local committees are not equipped to handle these re- 
sponsibilities. 


James Nick suggested that we, as a Town, set up a fund for 
contributions to the School District, made voluntarily, so as to 
defray the costs to the entire Town and thus burdening, to a lesser 
extent, those who cannot afford to support the increasing cost of 
education. 


Joyce Jernberg announced that the project of naming the 
streets will commence again once the frost heaves subside and that 
if anyone has any input as to names, please contact any one of the 
committee, Lois Hasting, Edith Hasbrouck, or Joyce Jernberg. 


Arthur Grover moved to dissolve the meeting and Clem Lounder 
seconded. 


March 9, 1993 Town Meeting of Gilsum, New Hampshire, was dissolved 
at 9:45 pm.

COMMENTS: The above figures indicate a large decrease in the percent— 
}age of waste recycled, from 37% by weight in 1992. to 2Bx% in 1995. 
‘Adjusting for about 14 tons of glass that has not been hauled, this 
raises the recycling rate to about 34%, which is still lower than last 
year. Residents recycled less scrap metal (appliances) in 1993, but 
more plastic and tin cans. By recycling, the town saved about 

($2,230 in avoided hauling and tipping costs. Most of the tires came
